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1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225

2. Claims 1-8 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
double patenting over claims 1-9 of copending Application No. 10/654,275. This is a 
provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not yet been 
patented. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the 
referenced copending application and would be covered by any patent granted on that 
copending application since the referenced copending application and the instant 
application are claiming common subject matter, as follows: the instant claims are 
covered in 10/653,275 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant would be prevented from 
presenting claims corresponding to those of the instant application in the other 
copending application. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 USPQ 210 (CCPA 
1968). See also MPEP § 804. 
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3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States.

only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language.

4. Claims 1-3, 5-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hitachi Tools (JP 09-295204) 

Hitachi Tools discloses the claimed coating having the claimed proportions of 
components (table on page 5, examples 25 & 27). The morphology of the layer is 
considered inherent to the disclosed proportions. 

5. Claims 1-3,5,6,8,9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tanaka et al (5,656,383) or Ohara et al (5,981 ,049). 

Tanaka et al or Ohara et al disclose the claimed coating having the claimed 
proportions of components of Ti, Al and additional metal. The morphology of the 
layer is considered inherent to the disclosed proportions. 

6. Claims 1 -3,4,6,8,9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Selinder et al (6,103,357) or Setoyama et al (5,503,912) or Hofman et al (5,330,853) or 
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Leyendecker et al (5,272,014) or Mitsubishi Materials (JP 1 1-310967) or Kim et al ("high 
temperature... .vapor deposition") 

* 

The above references disclose the claimed coating having the claimed 
proportions of components of Ti, Al. The morphology of the layer is considered 
inherent to the disclosed proportions. 

7. Claims 1-3,4,6,8,9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Nakamura et al (6,565,957) or Sakurai (6,309,738). 

The above references disclose the claimed coating having the claimed 
proportions of components of Ti, Al. The morphology of the layer is considered 
inherent to the disclosed proportions. 

8. Claims 1-6,8,9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Yamamoto et al (6,824,601 ). 

Yamamoto et al disclose the claimed coating having the claimed proportions of 
components of Ti, Al and additional metal. The morphology of the layer is 
considered inherent to the disclosed proportions.
